Collections of taxes for the fifteen 
working days since the taking of 
money was begun. reached a to- 
tal of $609,108, according to figures 
given last night at County Tax Collec- 
tor Welch's office. The collection for 
the same date last year was $399,872. 
However, last year the total collection 
to be made was $46,486,521, while this 
year it will be $10,426,192. About 8 
per cent. of this year’s collection has 
been made, and the collecting offi- 
clals anticipate a rush at the end of 
the tax gathering season. 

Taxes will become delinquent aft- 
er the 25th inst., and 16 per cent. 
will be added. The period for collec- 
tion this year is a week shorter than 
that of last, and the dally collection 
average so far will have to be great- 
ly exeeeded to get the whole sum 
over the counters in time. 

“We must collect a deficiency this 
year of $162,551 in the tax on un- 
secured personal property,” sald H. 
D. Alfonso, chief deputy, yesterday. 
“The rate was changed in September 
and the amount gathered in by the 
assessors in the spring must de 
augmented by a second collection. 
We have made about 25,000 bills for 
this tax, which we are malling as fast 
as possible. These will become de- 
linquent on the same date as the 
others. We want to urge everyone to 
pay hie taxes as soon as he can, be- 
cause it saves immeasurable wear

A good many of the ideas picked up are quite 
as bizarre as the antiques. e tourists are as 
various in their tastes for ideas as for junk, and 
come home loaded with useless truck in their 
minds as well as in their suit cases. It is remark- 
able what an analogy there is in the taste of the 
tourist for ideas and for junk. The same obses- 
sion seems to govern their judgment in one case 
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as in the other. That some old brass candlestick 
was made by some follower of Tubal Cain centu- 
ries ago is a fact which gives the object value, 
whereas any blacksmith of our own time could 
hammer out a better article and sell it for cents 
where the antique costs dollars. That a bit of 
junk was found near the Roman Forum or on 

Mars Hill or on the banks of the Nile is the only 
fact worth consideration. ‘ 

So about the ideas that are picked up in the 
same way as junk. If it is in practice in some 
squalid Alpine village or in some little place 
among the steppes of Russia, or even in Darkest 
Africa, it seems to impresss the tourist mind with 
the value of the idea, so home it comes, stowed 
away in the back of the tourist's head, duly classi- 
fied and labeled for ready reference in the same 
way as the junk in the suit case. And when the 
old home is reached out comes the tin to be 

laced on a shelf in the living-room and the idea 
is fished up from the recesses of the occiput for 
due display at some club, generally of the 
woman order. 

The high cost of living is the bon bouche with 
nearly all those who seek the limelight through 
the reporter's pencil or the platform of the wom- 
an's club. Here comes Mrs. Elmer Black (who- 
ever she may be) rushing down the gangplank 
of the Mauretania and signaling for the reporter 
with his note-book and pencil to unburden her 
mind of her great idea. Listen. | 

“When I was in Munich I saw 100 dogs sold 
for food in one day to poor people. Of course 
the dogs had been inspected before the sale, and 
they were perfectly fit to eat. Municipal mar- 
kets are successful on the continent because of 
the system of rigid inspection.” The reporter 
conscientiously informs us that Mrs. Black made 
these statements with a manifestation of great 
enthusiasm. 

She will no doubt shine on club platforms 
where the audience is composed of persons who 
never eat any meat less precious than a T-bone 
or tenderloin steak, lamb chop or broiled squab, 
and she will be cheered to the echo for the value 
of the discovery which she has brought back 
from Bavaria. 

No Munich is a beautiful city, and the Bava- 
rians are a great people according to their op- 
portunity, but may heaven show its tender 
mercy upon them and broaden their opportuni- 
ties! In going through Bavaria any time in 
the summer you may see women in scores bare- 
footed, doing men’s labor in the fields any time 
between the rising and setting of the sun, or a 
little before the rising and a little after the set- 
ting. The population is dense, and every ave- 
nue of earning a living choked with those who 
are pursuing a crust of black bread or a steak 
cut from the hind leg of a bow-wow. 

But does any tourist think it proper to return 
to the United States of America and advocate 
dog steaks or puppy chops for Americans? As 
for ourselves, we would rather be standpat Re- 

ublicans and keep the duty high enough on all 
oreign products to keep our own people at work 
and wages at a level that would enable them to

After the fall of 
Quebec in 1759 France gave up her efforts to re- 
tain Canada, and in 1763 Newfoundland and 
the present provinces of bec and Ontario

ain. At that time England, or, rather, the East 
India Company, possessed India, and. England 
ywned the Bermudas and Jamaica, but lost the 
Bahamas. 

The loss of her American colonies by the

wallis stimulated the activity of Great Britain 
toward acquisition of territory in other parts of 


me world, and the lesson of toleration imparted 


to her by their loss induced her to so change her 
method of governing colonial dependencies as to 
knit their people loyally to the mother country 
mstead of alienating them. — 

England reacquired the Bahama Islands in 
1783." The first British settlement in the An- 
tipodes was made in 1788, when England trans- 

ed 850 convicts to Port Jackson (now Syd- 
ney.) For many years Australia was the site 
of penal colonies only. Gradually these were re- 
inforced and finally overwhelmed with reputable 
‘emigrants from England, until now the com- 
monwealth of Australia dating from January I, 
1901, and consisting of New South Wales, 

eensland, South Australia, Tasmania, Vioto- 
ria and Western Australia, is practically an inde- 

dent ernment with a ulation of 5,000,- 
000 — . army of 33060 men, and a navy 
of twenty-one ships. New Zealand was not colo- 
nized until 1839 and did not join the Australian 
Confederation. 

England seized Ceylon.in 1795, Cape Colony in 
1806, the Falkland Islands in 1771, Honduras in 
1781, Trinidad in 1797. : 

The more recent acquisitions of Great Britain 
were Ascension, in 1815; Basutoland, in 1868; 
Bechuanaland, in 1885; Cypress, in 1878; the 
Falkland Islands, in 1833; the Fiji Islands, in 
1874; the Gold Coast Colony, in 1872; Guiana, in 
1803; Hongkong, in 1842; Kurea Murea Islands, 
in 1858; Labuan, in 1848; Lagos, in 1861; Ma- 
lacca, in 1824; Malta, in 1814; Mauritius, in 1810;

At a recent meeting of the Imperial League in 
London, Mr. Foster, Canadian Minister for Trade 
and Commerce, delivered an address which ex- 
cited great enthusiasm. A London correspond- 
ent of an eastern journal says concerning this 
meeting of the Imperial League: 

“The majority, if not all of the British depend- 
encies represent vast tracts of land containing 
sources of wealth which merely require develop- 
ment.. The population of these dependencies is 
wholly inadequate to work more than a fraction 
of the land, and the numerous societies whose 
object is to encourage migration argue that in so 

ing they are assisting in establishing a sense 
of freedom and a breadth of view which must in- 
evitably benefit the whole of the British * 
and will not ‘fail eventually to make itself felt in 
other quarters.” 

There are pessimists in Australia who oppose 
immigration, on the ground that the labor market 
there is overstock Others claim that there 
is more work than men to do it for those willing 
and able to take their share in the development 
of the country. “Unemployment is felt most in 
the large towns, but this is due not to the absence 
of nae so much as the inclination of many to 
live in the large cities instead of settling on farms 
in the country districts.” 

In Australia as in America it seems that the 
cry is “Back to the farm.” 


Census Figures, Human and Hog.

periods ago, the ulation of the United 

tes amounted to a little short of 31,500,000. 

The hog population of that year was about 32,- 

500,000, or a little more than one porker to each 
human being in the country. 

According to the census of 1910 the population 
of the United States amounted to 92,174,515, and 
the hog population to About 65,000,000. 

In other words, in fifty years the hogs almost 
exactly doubled in number while human beings 
increased threefold, giving in 1910 about two- 
thirds of a being. 

While in the supply 
consumers was redundant, 2 1910 deficient, 
at the same time the cost of producing a nd 
of pork nearly doubled. probably. Ind it is 
possible that the cost of production in the fifty 

ears more than doubled. In 1860 25 cents a 
bushel was a good price for corn, and of late years 
the price has been running at about 75 cents, 
making an increase in value of this hog-feed of 
about threefold.

The first of their great roads was con- 
structed from Rome to Capua, a distance of 142 Italian 
miles, by Claudius Appius, about 312 B. C., and is 
Win as the Appian Way, or “The Queen of Roads.”

Too much credit cannot be 
given the work of Tresaguet. He was the real father 


In 1346, Edward III authorized the first toll to be lev- 
led for the repair of roads. This commission was 
granted to the master of the Hospital of St. Giles and 
to John Holborn, authorizing these parties to levy toll 
on vehicles passing on the roads leading from tue hos- 
pital to the old Temple of London, and also on an ad- 
joining road called the Portal. In 1523, Parliament 
passed its first act relative to the repair of roads. But 
it was not until near the middle of the eighteenth cen- 
tury that highway legislation became active. No sketch 
of road building of the world would be complete with- 
out at least a mention of the two great engineers, John

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The Animal Maps Druid Empire. 
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CHAPTER II. 


N EARLY times, countries were named by 
priests through pictures of local creatures— 
animals, birds, or reptiles—as the Crocodile 
was the biblical name for Egypt. Africa was 
the Hippopotamus; Peru was the Condor; Eng- 
land was the Lion; North America was the Liz- 
ard; India was the Elephant, and so on. The 
animals in the so-called Egyptian zodiac, which 
was taken to Paris from the temple of Dendera,

POPULAR AMERICAN BREED. 

INCE 1869, when fowls bearing the name of Ply- 

mouth Rocks were first exhibited, they have been 

the pride of American fanciers and breeders. In 
prefixing the name “Partridge,” it merely designates the 
color and in no way way detracts from their economic 
qualities. 

‘They are a combination of Plymouth Rocks shape 
with the single comb, long body and broad backs and 
possess the handsome, rich coloring and markings of 
the Partridge varieties. The male bird with his bright 
red, well-striped hackle and saddle feathers, dark red 
back and glossy black breast and tail feathers, and the 
female with her black-striped hackle and rich mahog- 
any-brown body feathers penciled with black, certainly 
makes them one of the most beautiful fowls bred today. 
Their bright, clean-cut figures and activity stamp them 
as a fowl of vigor and productiveness. 

Although Partridge Plymouth Rocks were first pub- 
licly exhibited in 1902, they were not admitted to the 
American Standard of Perfection until August, 1916, 
when a unanimous vote was given in their favor. They

Systematic Breeding for Eggs.

As layers of good-sized brown-shelled eggs, they rank 
high, although like many other good breeds, they will 
produce only in proportion as they are properly fed 
and cared for, regardless of what advertisers may 
claim. In the 1910 tests they outlald many other 
breeds, their closest competitor being another variety 
of Rocks. As a table fowl, they fill the demand for a 
yellow-skinned bird with a plump breast, and being 
hardy and quick to develop, make excellent broilers at 
eight to ten weeks of age, and are delicious as fryers. 

The fact that they do breed truer to shape and color 
than many of the older breeds has been one of the great 
surprises to the poultry fraternity, and is adding to 
their popularity. Possessing the quallties in a very 
marked degree of both the utility and fanciers’ fowl, 
they have “made good,” and there is no question of 
their becoming popular. The slow records of the past 
season will substantiate the fact. Noted breeders of. 
the East, as well as on the Coast, must recognize in 
them a fowl of more than passing merit, or they would 
not be taking them up. The coming show season will 
bring forth a larger entry of them throughout the coun- 
try for many of the leading fixtures. The Partridge 
Rocks stand close confinement and thrive, while on free 
range their dark plumage makes them the ideal fowl!

A Pioneer American Poultry Breeder Passes Away. ~* 


But few, if any, of this generation are familiar wit 
the name of Augustus M. Halsted, the first publisher 
the American Standard for the judging of fowl, 
first editor of an American poultry paper, and among 
the first in the manufacture of an automatically oom 
trolled incubator. His death occurred September 
at Rye, N. Y. 

We glean the following particulars of his career @ 
poultry breeder and fancier from the October Westem 
Poultry Journal: 

It was Mr. Halsted who gave to America its first page 
try standard, the first edition being issued in 1867, 
lowed by other editions up to 1874, when the Amer 
Poultry Association was formed and the Standard 
sued under its authority. In this work Mr. Halste 
was a factor and a member of committees to forma 
the A. P. A. standard. 

It is to his credit to have been the first editor of @ 
American poultry periodical—the Bulletin, which

Barley In California. 
IT IS THE GREATEST CEREAL CROP IN 
THE STATE. 
By Edwin F. Schallert. ~ 
URING the years 1910 and 1911 California yielded 


about one-fourth of the entire barley crop of the 
United States, and the State has held first place 


cember 1 was in excess of $25,500,000. The value of 
the crop in 1910 was, however, $9,000,000 less than that 
of last year, owing to the fact that the average farm 
price per bushel in 1911 was 85 cents as compared with 
55 in 1910. The average yield for 1910 was, however, 
about three bushels more per acre. There is consid- 
erable variation from year to year in the per-acre pro- 
duction and the value per bushel, and this makes the 
returns as compared with the output rather irregular. 

Barley is California's greatest cereal crop and has 
been such since 1902, when the yield of wheat declined 


off years due to bad conditions interfering with a 
full crop. 

In 1849 the output of bariey did not amount to 10,000 
bushels, but by 1859 it had increased to more than 
4,400,000 bushels, and the increase during the decade 
ending with that year, as above stated, gave California 
first place as a barley-producing State. During the 
ten years ending 1869 the output nearly doubled, and 
in that year amounted to more than 8,700,000 bushels. 
In ten years more it totaled nearly 12,500,000 bushels, 
in another ten years it was-in excess of 17,500,000 
bushels, and by 1899 bad grown to 25,149,000 bushels. 
This was the greatest Increase in a single decade, and 
has only been surpassed by the increase which took 
place in one year from 1909 to 1910, when the yield 
jumped from about 26,500,000 to 46,500,000, nearly 
doubling. 

Last year barley brought very good returns, the aver- 
age value per bushel being higher than since 1877. 
The average farm price per bushel in 1911 was 85 
cents, while in 1877 it was

From His Experience.

often as a corrective and a cure without other means.” 
“One must know, then, just how far to trust Nature 
to do the work herself, and where to assist her,” | 
ventured. 
“Precisely. There are many people in these days 
trying to help themselves by hygienic living. But their 


overdo one thing to the neglect of another, with most 
unsatisfactory results. Take for instance the pugilist. 
He is not a healthy man. He is over-trained, over- 
developed in one direction. He and the stage or circus 
acrobat die early. I am not in any such training; and 
yet I can pick up a good-sized man with one arin and 
place him over there on the desk. The secret of it 
is right living. I am strong because I do not violate 
the laws of my physical being. I give it what it needs 
in order to keep my body as it should be. Of course, 
this is within limitations, For instance, my body needs 
exercise. I put it through a considerable amount in 
my room, with my windows wide open. And I take 
walks when I can spare the time. But I am not get- 
ting half the benefit that accrues tb the woodman, who 
chops down trees in the open. None of us live 
in the open as much as we should—how can we? We 
are confined by our daily occupations to office or home 
in order to meet the practical demands of life. 
“Again—how can our bodies be perfectly healthy 
when they are confined in clothing which interferes 
with the natural functioning? The body needs contact 
with the air. We suffocate ourselves in clothes, scarce 
ly giving even the face a chance to emerge. fror 
them. The hands we encase in gloves when we go out, 
and the women wrap their faces in veils. Is it any 


Wonder that we have headaches, are constipated, and 


subject to numbers of other ills when we make such 
desperate attempts to shut out the fresh air even when 
we have an opportunity to benefit by it? If I were able 
to choose my own style of clothing I should wear just 
one loose garment. The air should circulate about the 
body, next to the skin. It would be better if one wore 
no night-clothing at all, for the looseness of the bed 
covers would permit of this circulation. 


a chance. After the cold bath in the morning, the body 
should not be dried with a towel, but rubbed dry with 
the hands—rubbed until it is as red as a lobster, and 
exercises taken after the bath, without clothing. In 
my opinion, it is much better to take cold water for the 
morning drink. It is better than hot water, because u 
has less tendency to distend the stomach, is not taken 
up so quickly by the system, and therefore serves as 
a better flush. 

“Fruit, and nothing else, makes an ideal breakfast 
figs, or still better, grapes during the present season. 
The indiscriminate mixing up of foods at breakfast 
time is very bad for the stomach. Animals do not do 
it—they know what is good for them. This is why, per- 
haps, a level-headed person is said to have ‘horse sense.’ 
And one should not take hia lunch until he is hungry. 
One is often deceived into thinking he is in want of 
food by the sensation of craving in his throat. Furth- 
ermore, as the food is digested and passed out of the 
stomach, into the duodenum, the last of it to go is in 
the lower part of the stomach, and the upper part of 
the walls come together. They are very sensi and 
the moment they touch each other a sensation is 
created which we interpret as hunger. So it is 
walt a little while, even after this craving is experi- 
enced, before eating, giving the stomach time to thor- 
oughly empty itself. 

“For lunch cottage cheese, with some chopped nuts 
mixed in, is enough. Tea, coffee and cocoa are all 
injurious, tea more so than the other drinks because 
of ite astringent character. 

“When night comes, eat a good dinner—meat, pota- 
toes, vegetables—what you will, with the exception of 
ples and pastries. If alcoholic drink there must be, 
I should give the preference to beer. To the man who 
must have whisky with his meal I would say sip a 
very little from the glass before eating, and a very lit- 
tle at intervals during the meal, so that it mixes with 
the food, so gauging that the one small Slasstul lasts 
through the dinner, the last sip being taken with the last 
morsel of food. In this way the beverage is the least 
injurious. 

“One of the finest and most beneficial of exercises is 
dancing. I am very fond of dancing myself. It starts 
the blood coursing through the body as nothing else 
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it is his due, and necessary to his bodily well being.”

| The amendments to. the present 
charter, which will now be sub- 
mitted include raising of salaries, 
the adoption of the Stockton plan of 
election, where an official receives 
a clear majority in the primaries and 
some minor changes in other sec- 
tions to bring the charter down to 
date. An effort to legislate on the 
liquor question was turned down, the 
committee thinking it a question that 
can be settled only by popular vote 
as has been done recently. 

The amendments agreed upon wil! 
be draftéd at once in legal shape and 
signed by the committee. They wil! 
be presented to the Council next 
week when, if that body desires, an 
election will be called. There is like-

LONDON, Nov. 2.— After the four - 
days’ decisive battle of the war there 
is calm for a few hours, and no news 
comes from the field of the recent 
fighting. 

Constantinople officials still refuse 
to permit «messages dealing with 
Turkish defeat to be sent out of the 
capital. How far the Ottoman army 
will be able to to pull itself together 
and whether it will make a stand in 
the forts outside of Constantinople 
are questions unanswered. 

The Servian advance toward Sa- 
lonika continues. The Greeks claim 
to be pushing steadily forward but 
the Turkish messages insist that the 
Greek army has met with a repulse; 
that the Crown Prince ran away and 
that the Greek position is precarious. 

Adrianople and Salonika are sur- 
rounded by enemies. The Turkish 


: army in Macedonia is cut off on all 


sides. Servians hold all of Old Ser- 


via and are administering the gov- 


ernment from the ancient capftal, 
Uskub. Reports of massacres by the 
retreating Torks with bdrbarous de- 
talle are piling up. 

Diplomacy has done nothing in the 
direction of stopping or limiting the 
war.
